It seems fitting that members re- 
presenting constituencies in the great 
west, whose represenitation is as yet 
50 smafl] in the federal parliament, and 
whose constantly changing conditions 
ere so little understood by the majority 
of ths people of the enst should belong 
to the laitter class. It may at times 
suit some af those whb belong to’ the 
former class—the hide bound partizan 
—to rail against the man who in his 
etfort to have a western question con- 
sidered from a western standpoint 
criticizes or possibly votes against his 
jarty, But the party is not necessan- 
ily the worse, and indeed may be mmch 
the better, of the knowledge thus ac- 
quired and the country is certainly 
the gainer. This seems to be the view 
taken by tke convention of liberals in 
Calgary: Although an assemblage of 
firaight party men, they necognized 
thalt there is room, at least in the lib- 
eral party, for honest differences of 
opinion on important questions, es- 
pecially those relating to the west. 
While recognizing to the full the bene- 
fits resu’ting to the west from liberal 
rule and the “application of liberal 
policy, they were not unwilling to have 
their representative use due exertions 
to have these benefits extended, and 
added t@ as circumstances shonld 
arise.

THE STRATHCONA HORSES. 

When the horses for the Strathcona 
contingent were being purchased. in 
Southern Albertai grave complaints 
were made against their quality. it 
was felt that they Avere ppt of a stande 
ard ta do credit to the ‘ Northwest. 
Hawever, as Lord Strathcona was pay- 
iag for the horses it waz felt’ to be 
somewhat indvlicaite td press + the 
question too strongly. The results on 
the outward voyage and im the field 
more than justified the harshest cri- 
ticism passed upon them. H. S. White, 
torrespondent of the Montreal Star, 
who recently returned from ~ South 
Africa, said in a published interview. 

“The animals seletted for the Stra¢ 
theona Horse were much inferior, In 
fact, it may not be generally known 
that these animals, after losing half 
their number on the passage out, actu- 
ally landed in Calpe ‘Town with ‘glands 
ers. This necessitated the delay af 
the troops in Cape Town for two or 
three weeks, as the Strathconas when 
they got there were practically dis- 
mounted and had to wait until new 
mounts could be obtained for them. 
They were certainly the worst selected 
horses in South Africa, Very , Jittle 
care or supervision could have been ex- 
ercised in their selection” 

This is a harsh statement, but 
must be accepted as a fact. It does not 
concern us how Lord Straithc ma spent 
his money. But it concerns us very 
greatly that such a lot of inferior and 
Giseased horses should have gone from 
Western Canada to create a bad im- 
pression in the very quarter where 
we most desire to create a good one. 
These horses were expected and sup 
posed ito be representtaitive of the stock 
of Western Canada, and judging from 
the subsequent course of the British 


army o°ficials in purchasing barses, ; position, General French with four 
: have been so considered by them. There 


can be no doubt as to Lord Strath 
vona’s intentions in the matter, There 
is no question thet he intended ‘that 
the horses of the contingent should be 
as Suitable for the purpose as money 
would buy, and at the same timetruly 
trepresentative of the horse product of 
the western ramges. it looks very 
much as though a job was put{ up on 
Lord Straitthcona and on the horse in- 
dustry of the Territaries as weil. In 
tlie first place it is generally under- 
stood that a considerable proportion of 
the horses punchased for the conting- 
ent came from Montana and were not 
Canadian horses at all. And in the 
next place the fact that the majority 
were unfit for the work required of 
them was apparent to anyone who had 
ever seen a horse. While it would be 
wnfair to hold Lord Strathcona re 
sponsible for what has taken \place, 
his agent in the matter must be, It 
woula be unfair to Lord Strathcona 
not to let hun know how his patriotic 
munificence has been doubly betiray- 
ed,against himself in the one instance

London, Auz. 25.—Lord Roberts has 
left.

The next order of business was the 
nomination of a candidate: Dr. Dee 
Veber, Lethbridge, in moving Mr. 
Oliver’s nomination. said that history 
invariably repeats itself. Five years 
ago he had the pleasure of putting be- 
fore the convention the name pf a 
gentleman, who at that time. ‘he 
thought would represent the district 
with credit, a gentleman fitted for the 
position and one in whom the elector 
ate had unbounded confidence, He 
received the unanimous support of the 
tonvention «EC sarried the party to 
victory in Albertat He did not think ; 
that his nominee had fallen any in the 
estimation of the electorate , during 
his five years as representative, but 
had risen higher and now was recogn{ 
ized by everyone as the champion of 
the rights of the Northwest. While 
independent, Mr. Oliver could always 
be depended upon to .do what he 
thought was in the best interests of 
the country, and his independence 
should not be confounded with the in- 
dependence of R. L. Richardson, of ‘Lis. 
gar, He had much pleasure in again 
plecing the name of Mr. Frank Oliver 
before the convention. 

Mr. Ramsbottom, of Cardston, 3ec+ 
onded the nomination. He was pleased 
to see such a represenfative gather- 
ing of liberals. He had watched Mr, 
Oliver’s career for several years, and 
Was convinced that he hai the inter- 
ests of the district at heart before 
everything slse. He had been a good 
friend to the southern portion of the 
constituency and every request in rea- 
son had been secured. He thought 
that Mr. Oliver’s nomination com- 
ing from the south would have the ef- 
fect, of showing the rest of the district 
that while the north was undoubtedly 
with him, he could count on'a ysafid 
south. . t ae SO 

The chairman then called on all in 
favor of Mr. Oliver’s nomination to rise 
ta their feet. At this point everyone in 
the hall irose to his feet.and with three 
hearty cheers and a tiger showed that 
Mr. Oliver was “first im the hearts of 
his caintrymen.” r 


After the nomination of Mr. Oliver, 
a telegram was sent to him in the 
following terms: “The liberals of AI- 
berta, in convention assembled at Calt 
gary, unanimously and enthusiastical- 
ly nominate you as theit candidate in 
the approaching elecions, and request 
you to accept.” To which a reply was 
shortly afterwards received: “Highly 
fippreciate the honor and accept nom- 
ination. Frank Oliver.” 


This formality being over it was de- 
cided to have short addresses from re- 
presentatives of every district, and 
Mr. Craig, Pincher Creek, was the first 
fpeaker. He had known Mr. Oliver 
from boyhood. Mr. Oliver had always 
been most conscientious in his youth 
and he could say that no change had 
taken place in him since. He was sat- 
isfied that if Mr. Oliver ever differed 
from the government he did so with 
the firm conviction that his action was 
for the best interests of his constituen> 
jy. He had never attended a more 
enthusiastic ‘convention and was proud 
to be present and meer so many repre- 
sentative liberals, The Laurier gov- 
ernment was ithe government’ 
for the Territories, The lib- 
erals had made the ‘Territories habit- 
able for everyone without reference to 
political leanings, and living here was 
not the same as under conservative 
rule. It was hard for a liberal to get 
along at all under the conservatives; 
everything possible was done to make 
it unpleasant and almost impossible far 
a reformer to stay in the country if 
he voiced his sentiments. It made a 
big difference as to homestead duties 
in the old days, whether a man was a 
tory or a liberal. Now, it was differ- 
ent.

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ALBERTA LIBERAL CONVENTION.

ed the tories out of power, ‘in much the 
same manner as the Gordon Highland- 
ers handled the Boers: With! a distrift 
with the grain and stock raising cap- 
abilities of Alberta and, a market righit 
ati our doors; with our mining and our 
lumbering interests nothing on earth 
could keep) ‘Alberta back—unless it 

was anather sieze of tory rule. 
Mr. Bremner, of Hizhk River, next 
took the pletform. He could not fully 
express his pride of being ope of the 


delegation present. He was an old 
time liberal, having polled his first 


vote in 1867, at confederation. He 
remembered when he bad to goto tha 
polls armed in order to have hig vote 
reporded. Had farmed in this coun 
try during the 18 years of tory nis- 
gavernment and did not want any 
more of it. Things have changed won- 
derfully during the past few years. 
The country was prospering as never 
before. Tue policy of the Laurier gov- 
ernment had created a great revolu- 
tion in the business of the country, 
and legislation in the best interests 
o* the west had beer enacted. He ‘was 
surprised that the conservatives had 
the effrontry to bring out a candidate 
in the district, and was satisfied that 
if their candidate had the courage to 
go to the polls he wou!d be completely 
obliterated. The Siftonian policy had 
done more for the west jn four years 
than the tories had done in eighteen, 
and he thought that everyone who /had 
the interests of the west at heart 
should poll their vote for Mr, Oliver, 
the people’s candidate. 

Mr. Little, of Anthracite, was glad 
to be present. From all appearances 
the north and south country was sate 
for Mr. Oliver, and he had na hesitay 
tion im saying that he couid promise a 
so'id west. 

Mr. S. Bannerman, of Red Deer, had 
known Mr. Oliver for eighteen years 
and never knew a man who had the 
best interests of the district more at 
heart. While he differed with Mr. 
Oliver’s actions sometimes, he was cont 
vineed that Mr. Oliver acted conscient- 
icusly, The Red Deer districs was 
satisfied with the government and 
their representative, and every liberal 
ard friend of honest government in 
the district could be counted on to 
turn cut end work night and day to 
roll up a magnificent majority. for 
their candidate. Thought the large 
turn out was a strong endorsation of 
the liberal government and all should 
feel proud of it. 

Mr. Dickson, of Wetaskiwin, speak- 
ing for his district, could fromisé« a 
full vote for the candidates Mr.,Oliver 
was good enough for them. He was 
always their friend and could be count- 
ed on to do anything in reason for the 
district. What the west wanted was 
a man who put the interests of ihe 
copntry before private interésis; ‘who 
was above working for selfish ends to 
the detriment of the ecuntry. In Mr. 
Oliver they had that man and would 
stand or fall by him. 

C. deW. MacDonald, of Edmontow, 
never knew, a more wholecsouled, pub- 
lic spirited man than the member jor 
Alberta, or a mani who had the inter~ 
esis of his constituency micre at heart. 
The best interests of Alberta were to 
Mr. Oliver of as much imporiances «6 
his awn private interests. Mr. Oliver 
thoroughly understcod the wishes of 
the west, and all legislation affecting 
the west was closely watched by. him. 
He was cut and, out for Alberta. Was 
sure of an almost solid vote in the 
north, Peopic in the south and west 
thought well of Mr. Oliver, but in the 
north fairly loved him. 

Mr. G. Doze, of Viictoria, had travel- 
led a long distance to be in attend- 
ance at the convention; but did not 
mind the time or expense. His dis- 
trict wanited Frank Oliver to represent 
it and would have him if a solid vote 
could bring it about. The country was 
prospering ander liberal rule and 
everyone was satisfied to give the 
Laurier government another term, 

Mr. A. L. Sifition, on bebalf of St. 
Albert, said that from information re- 
ceavied from that point Mr. Oliver was 
assured of a large vote, in fact con- 
servatives as well as iiberals were 
working hard for him. 

Mr. C. W. Crass, of Edmonton, mov- 
ed, and Mr. Dickson, of Wetaskiwin, 
seconded the following resolution, 
which was carried unanimously: 


Resolved that we the liberals of the 
districé of Alberta in convention as 
sembled at the City of Calgary fdd 
hereby express our hearty approval of 
the manner in which the present liber- 
al government of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues has administered 
the public affairs of the Dominion of 
Canada during the past four years, 
both with respect to the generai tend- 
enecy of their policy amd the particular 
means and acts by which that folicy 
has been carried cui. The present 
liberalgovernmment found the adminis- 
tration of public cifairs weak, vaccil- 
lating and s#agrant e@wing to the in- 
talpacity of their predecessors and the 
internal dissensions and — treachery 
among them. Instead of such an ad+ 
ministration they have given Canada 
a strong progressive, vigorous, and 
lusiness-like government capable of 
meeting the requirements of the new 
era of pational growth and expansion! 
which has arisen under the liberal 
regime. 


They found the people of Canada on 
the verge of a razial and religious con- 
flict which was being stirred up by 
the unwise and unpaltriotic attempt of 
Sir Charles Tuf'per to abase the federal 
power by coercing one of the eautond- 
mous provinces of the Dominion with 
respect to its edmcaitional system, By 
the tact, moderation and statesman- 
ship of Sir Wilfrid Laurier avd [his 


colleagues this danger has beer avert 
ed‘and a vexed and troublesome ques- 
tion set completely at rest. 

The liberal government found the 
trade and commerce of thea country dull 
and stagnant owing to the fatal and 
oppressive policy of tariff restrictions 
to which their predecessors had adher+ 
ed. By their wise readjustment of our 
foustoms schedules they have assisted 
greatly in bringing about an enormous: 
developement; of the, total volume vf 
our national trade, : : 

When the liberal government suc- 
ceeded to power the future status of 
QGanada as a nation and our future re- 
lations with the Empire were uncer- 
tain andj a caluse! of grave ‘anxiety. aw- 
ing to indifference caused in the motk- 
er country by the high protective tar- 
iff we maintained against her. The 
liberal govermment by their policy af 

referring imports froin! Entland 
above those foreign and alien nations 
have strengthened immeasurably the 
ponds of union betiwean Canada_and the 
mother country and have settled for 
all time the destiny of this Dominion 


i 


as an integral part of the British Em- 
ipire. 4 
Refore the liberal government took 
o‘fice the expenditures of the country 
were increasing out of all proportion 
to our revenues and continual deficits 
were the mule in the treasury. By 
their wise re-arrangements of the tar- 
iff and removal of fetters restraining 
trade they have succeeded in increas- 
ing enormously the revenue of the 
country lessening the burdens of the 
taxpayers and have therefore been 
able to incur without danger or pub- 
lic distress those wise increases in 
expenditure which are necessary in a 
young progressive and rapidly develop- 
ing cguntry. i 
Before the yeat 1896 the future of 
Western Canada and therefore the fu- 
ture and permanent success of the Do- 
minion as a country was uncertain and 
problematic. The conservatives could 
do nothing but hand the lands of the 
country over to monopolies without se- 
curing the settlement upon them of 
desirable citizens. The liberals while 
continuing to encourage by liberal 
grants of public money the building of 
railways and the consequent develop- 
ment, of the country have retained the 
land for the use of the settler and) have 
by wise conditions attached to their 
railway subsidies recured the rights 
of the public in the future, The ad- 
ministraition of the affairs of the de- 
partment of the interior, with which 
especially the people of the west are 
concerned, has been so vastly reorgan- 
ized and improved by the present min- 
ister in charge, as to remove all the 
old Gauses of discontent and to satisfy 
the real wanits of the people, whd are 
here seeking, « comfortable living and 
a home. | ; 
We therefore believe that the best 
interests of Canada most urgently de- 
mand the continuance of the present 
government in power for the succeed- 
ing parliamentary term,we renew our 
ex cession of confidence in that zove:1- 
ment, and our approval of its manage- 
ment. of public affairs and we hereby 
pledge it our hearty and continued 
support in the approaching campaign.

THE CANMDIAN NORTHERN. 

Victoria ‘Colorist: The Canadian | 
Northern railway is abort 800 miles 
long, and has branches aggregating 
about 120 miles, It is expected, says 
a prospectus just issued, that 200 more 
miles will be ready for traffic this 
year, The eastern terminus of ‘the 
line is at Port Arthur, on Lake Super- 
ior.; ‘he present western terminus is a 
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kaichewan river. Thus the Great 
lakes are connected by, this railway 
with the great imternal river system of 
the Dominion, anda vast and valuable 
area is opensd, by a first class trans- 
portation line, The new region lies to 
the ‘north of the Canadian Pacific, and 
so enormous is the arable area of ‘the 
Territories that there is ample scope 
for two transcontinental lines. 

But wha't is of greater interest to the 
people of British Columbia, tham ‘the 
movement of this railway company in 
the east, is the statement, which is 
made on what seems to be indubitable 
authority, that Messrs. Mackenzie & 
Mann, who are virtually the company, 
have put up a. deposit as a guar 
antee for the immediate construction , 
of the line from Edmoniton towards the WW 
Yellowhead Pass, This road is built Y 
under a charter acquired some years |! ‘ 
ago by William Pugsley and hs asso- i} 
ciates and afterwards transferred toa 4 
syndicate ait the head of which was I, 
George McAvity. of St. John, and was Y 
by the latter handed over to Messrs. i ‘ 
Mackenzie & Mann. The object of this 
charter is to construct a line to the 
Pacific coast., We do not understand 
thait the last named firm have as yet 
given any guarantee that they will 
build to 'the cost. but the beginning of 
work can only be construed as mean- 
ing that. It is understood at Edmon- 
ton thalt they propose building through 
the mounitains forthwith, and that in 
hddition to coming to the coast they 
intend to huild a line to-the ¥ukon.

On Stony Plain, 
at (Little Mountain and in the vicinity 
of Fort Saskaitchewan, cutting is genr 
eral, while ait Morinville it is on]y comb 
mencing, All reports agree that the 
crop is badly down, in many cases be- 
ing twisted as well. Where it is down 
one way fairly good progress can be 
made in cutiting, bui where it is down 
irregularly the difficulty is greatly int 
sreased. Of ‘course the cuttiwz is only 
one way at best. The estimate of 
gutting per day varies from two acres 
to seven; This will make a long and 
toilsome harvest, and will throw the 
last of the cutting very late in the 
teason. In order to have time to cut 
the whole crop some farmers are start- 
ing while it is rather green knowing 
that all will have time to ripen before 
they can get at it. All reports agree 
that wheat is fairly well advanced, 
and\will all be cuti, Oats are on the 
average further behind and are worse 
da@wn, «and consequently will be slow 
in ripening. If the ;present fine 
weather continues, however, thare ts 
no danger of the straw becoming mil- 
dewed or rotiten. And as \oats will 
stand some frost they have a much 
longer season in which to ripen with- 
out damage than the wheat has, 


In ordinary seasons, with an ordinary 
crap a binder will cut about ittwelve 
acres a day. This season the cutting 
wil! not aversige half as :nuch. In- 
stead of 106 acres being cut in eight 
or nine days it will take fron fifteen 
to twenty-five or possibly thirty days. 
This means a grealt deal of labor and 
expense to the farmer, besides the loss 
through inability to cut everything 
clean. (But still the yield is such that 
iti will pay. Ct i 

Since the storm the weather has bee 
ideat for ripening and people are en- 
couraged accordingly. ‘ 

Binder twine is getting scarce, some 
firms having sold out. The price is 
14c far standard manilla and 151-29 
to 16c for pure manilla. The price of 
iwine advanced a cen’ a pound *re- 
cently in Winnipeg, owing to ithe 
Maniteba demand being larger than 
was expected. The arop there is turnt 
ing out better than was haped for a 
few, weeks ago. The Edmonton crop 
will require from three to four pounds 
of twine to the acre to tie it.
